The  choir* set  out  from  Salt 
Lake  City  Oct.  20,  occupying  14 
railroad  sleeping  cars  for  a three 
week,  12-cfty  tour,  which  was 
climaxed  with  a concert  for  Pres- 
ident and  Mrs.  Eisenhower  at  the 
White  House  Oct.  26. 

On  their  only  other  nation- 
wide tour,  the  “singing  saints” 
sang  at  the  White  House  for 
President  and  " Mrs.  William 
Howard  Taft.  In  New  York,  they 
presented  one  concert  at  the 
Waldorf  and  filled  a 10-day,  two- 
performance-a-day  engagement 
at  the  old  Madison  Square  Gar- 
den as  a feature  of  the  American 
Land  and  Irrigation  Exposition. 

The  first  concert  of  the  1958 
tour  was  given  at  Wichita,  Kans., 
Oct.  21.  A total  of  12,100  per- 
sons crammed  the  Wichita  Uni- 
versity Fieldhouse  to  hear  sing- 
ing later  praised  as  “from  out 
of  this  world.” 

“WE  EVEN  BEAT  basketball,” 
said  concert  narrator  Richard  L. 
Evans,  when  he  learned  the  size 
of  the  crowd. 

The  choir’s  most  extensive  tour 
took  it  to  Europe  in  1955,  where 
it  sang  to  “standing-room-only” 
audiences  wherever  it  went. 

The  choir  has  been  heard  in 
nationwide  Sunday  radio  con- 
certs since  1932.  But  the  costs  of 
making  a national  tour  are  so 
high  that  the  Mormons  figure 
one  U.  S.  tour  in  about  every  50 
years  is  about  their  limit. 

WITH  ITS  current  trip,  the 
choir  is  carrying  out  one  of  Mor- 
monism’s  basic  philosophies  — 
that  music  and  religion  are  en- 
twined (sic.). 

The  first  Mormon  who  treked 
West  in  search  of  a heme  free  of 
I persecution  sang  as  they  went, 
i They  sang  around  campfires  ev- 
! ery  night.  Hoe-downs  and  square 
j dances  were  nightly  features 
around  wagon  trains  and  camp- 
fires. 

One  of  the  first  buildings 
erected  in  Salt  Lake  City  was  a 
place  for  pioneers  to  sing  and 
dance.  Brigham  Young,  leader  of 
the  Mormons,  always  tried  to  in- 
clude a fiddler  among  workmen 
sent  to  build  homes  and  stores  m 
outlying  communities,  so  he

A high  court  reformer,  the  Florida  Democrat  introduced 
a bill  requiring  Supreme  Court  justices  to  have  prior  exper- 
ience on  the  bench.  Smathers  is  a member  of  the  Senate  Fin-

and  Select  Committee  on  Small  Business.

Since  1950,  he 
has  been  Florida's  junior  sena- 
tor. He  is  now  chairman  of  the 
Democratic  Senatorial  Campaign 
Committee.
